A Meeting By The President with the 
Congressional Delegation that Visited 
Vietnam and Cambodia 


The Congressional delegation that visited Vietnam and Cambodia returned 
this morning, Ken Quinn, who accompanied the delegation, has reported 
that they want to meet with the President as soon as possible after they 
finish two of their own meetings now scheduled for Monday and Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Wednesday morning would seem to be the best time. It will fulfill their 
request to meet with the President as soon as possible after their own 
deliberations are completed, and it will give you an opportunity to join 
in th e meeting before you leave for the Middle East. This may be vital 
because several of them are expressing the hope that you can undertake 
a diplomatic initiative, and you may want to set the record straight as 
to who is blocking negotiations, and how aid is essential for talks. 

I understand that Graham Martin and Phil Habib also endorse this 
proposal.
